Bonfield and Ward 
took a position at the head of the line, which 
marched to a point almost one hundred feet 
north of Randolph street. 

Capt. Ward raised his club to command the 
attention of the strikers, and then eried: ‘‘In 
the name of the State of Illinois, I command 
this crowd to disperse.’’ As the words left 
his mouth, a spluttering spark of fire arched 
through the air from the opening of the alley 
and over the speaker’s wagon. It was the 
burning fuse of a dynamite bomb. It was well 
aimed in its deadly mission. It fell directly in 
the middle of the street and between the first 
two double columns of police. The instant it 
struck the ground it or. with a terrible, 
sullen roar. 

Tr DID ITS DEADLY WORK WELL. 

Twenty-nine mangled men fell groaning to 
the ground. The bomb broke the ranks of the 
officers, A gatling gun could not have out a 
wider swathe. A scene of horror followed, tho 
details of which may never be known. Before 
the officers had time to realize the destruction 
and death which had been wrought in their 
ranks, the crowds of anarchists, gathered in 
front and on either side of them, opened fire 
with revolvers at almost point blank range. 

The first volley of the mob was quite fearful 
in its effects, as was the explosionof the 
bomb, but the officers did not lose their pres- 
ence of mind. Orders flew tnick and fast from 
the Captains and Lientenants, and withinthe 
briefest possible space of time, they were 
charging the murderous assassins on every 


This morning there were at the County Hos- 
pital twenty-seven wounded officers and three 
citizens. The corps of hospital physicians and 
nurses, with their white aprons stained with 
blood, were moving about with colerity among 
the suffering men. There ans were 
aided by a number from the city, and the whole 
assembly was doing ail that was possible, The 
wives and daughters of the sufferers were be- 


ginning to arrive, and their grief added to the 


solemnity of the scene. Such an extraordi- 
nary spectacie the hospital has never seen de- 
fore. It isthought several more of the officers 
will die before the day is out.

EXCITEMENT OF THE POPULACE. 

The excitement of the general populace is 
very intense, growing out of the massacre 
planned and carried out by the small band of 
anarchists and their biind followers last 
night. The city, outwardly, is very quiet. 
In the street cars and at every point of gagher- 
in the city the events of last night are being 
seriously discussed. A large and conservative 
element in the community, it is proper to say, 
has never contemplated that an outbreak of 
such serious proportions and atrocious char- 
acter could be meditated by any class in the 
community. The words heard on every side 
this morning are of utter and ad- 
horrent condemnation of the assault 
made on the police. The occurrences of 
Monday and last night are ascribed in the 
public mind to the teachings and recent utter- 
ances principally of three men, August Spies, 
A. R. Parsons and Samuel Fielden, the speak - 
ers of last night. They have been pointed out 
by nearly every paper in thecity during the 
past four days, and the tragic culmination on

When the firing de- 
gan last night Parsons was the only man who 
was seen to be recognized. He was in a liquor 
store at the corner of Desplaines and Lake 
streets, the Socialists’ headquarters, within

REPORTED DYING. 


Two Men Dead and Five Wounded—A Long 
List of Persons Injured at Chicago—Fotr 
Police Officers Who Will Die of Their Inju- 
ries—Wild and Terrible Scenes in the City 
by the Lake—The Bloedy Conflict at the 
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Randolph Street Haymarket — Striking 


Freight-Handlers Still Out in Chicago—The 
Situation in Cincinnati and Elsewhere—La- 


bor Troubles in St. Louls—A Few Small 
Strikes. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—The anarchists of Ohicago 
inaugurated tn earnest, last night, the reign 
of lawlessness which they have threatened 
and endeavored to incite for years. They 
threw a bomb into the midst of a line of 200 
police officers, and it exploded with feaftul 
effect, mowing men down like cattle. Almost 
before the missile of death had exploded, the 
anarchists directed a murderous fire from re- 
volvers upon the police, as it their action 
was pre-arranged, and as the latter 
were hemmed in on every side—ambuscaded— 
the effect of the fire upon the ranks of the of - 
ficers was fearful. Whenthe police had re- 
covered from’ the first shock of the attack 
they gallantly charged upon their would-be 
murderers, shooting at every step and mow- 
ing them down, as their fellow-officers had 
been dy the bomb. The anarchists fied in 
dismay before the charges, but everywhere 
the turned the withering fire from the re- 
volvers of the policemen followed them and 
thinned their ranks. The cowardly curs, 
finding that their attack did not completely 
annihilate the officers, and that a force 
large enough to cope with them was 
left, fled in all directions, seek 
ing the darkness of alleys, hallways 
and side streets to escape the revengeful fire 
of the police. The collision between the po- 
lice and the anarchists was brought about by 
the leaders of the latter, August Spies, Sam 
Fieldenand A. B. Parsons, endeavoring to 
incitea lange mass-mecting to riot and blood- 
shed. From the Socialistic headquarters there 
was issued, late in the afternoon, the follow- 
ing circular, which was distributed gthrough- 
out the laboring quarters of the city by thou- 
sands. 

ATTENTION WORKMEN. 

Great Mass Meeting at 7:80 o'clock at the Hay- 
market, Randolph street, between Desplaines and 
Halstead.

THB EXEOCUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

At 8:30 o’clock, a large crowd had collected 
on Despiaines street, just north of Randolph, 
in a dimily-lighted spot, near where 
were many wagons and trucks. August 
Spies, was the first speaker. After a 
long, rambling talk on the labor problem 
he asked: ‘‘What means this display of gat- 
tling guns, cannons, bayonets, patrol wagons, 
and clubs? What means the calling out of the 
First Regiment? Is it an entertainment for 
you? The demand of the McOormick men was

Sam Fielden, a Socialistic Englishman, was

unable to rise. The cracking of revolvers was 
incessant for five minutes, and only once was 
anything Me a volley fired by either side. 
This was fired by the anarchists, when the 
bomb exploded in the ranks of the police, 
thus showing that they had been carefully 
drilled before hand to act inconcert. When 
the officers emptied their pistols, they used 
them as clubs and itis probable thatthe cor- 
oner’s jury will develop that one or more of 
the strikers came to their death by 
a fractured skull. The police chased them 
until they ali disappeared. The explosion 
of the bomb and the revolver fusilade at- 
tracted thousands in the vicinity of Desplaines 
Street Station. A majority of them hadno 
connection with the anarchists,no sympathy 
with their lawlessness, but, with the fatality 
of curious crowds, they attempted to resist 
the police whem ordered to leave the side- 
walk in front of the Station. Some of them

THEIR WOUNDED AND DYING COMPANIONS. 

Two of them were found where the bomb ex- 
ploded, both so desperately wounded as to be 
past hope of recovery. About thirty others 
were found lying on the pavement in the vi- 
cinity and suffering from pistol shot wounds 
in their limbs and bodies, and unable to stir 
hand or foot. The rioters, too, lay around 
wounded and dying, but the officers paid no 
attention to their sufferings at first, only 
thinking oftheir own fallen companions. They 
picked them up and borethose who could not 
walk or move to the station and assisted all 
with slight wounds to walk to their homes, 
The drug stores and saloons about the scene 
of the battle were soon filled with wounded 
men. The squad-room in the Desplaines 
Station, half an hour after the shooting, re- 
sembled a charnal-house. Wounded and dy- 
ing policemen were lying everywhere. Fifteen 
wounded officers satin chairs around the 
room, heroically struggling with fear- 
ful pains, which racked their bodies, 
waiting for the arrival of surgeons to dress 
their wounds, Such a scene is rarely wit- 
nessed except Gh a battle ground. Policemen 
who escaped without injury were acting as 
nurses, assisting the few surgeons who 
reached the station when the men were 
brought in. 

THE DYING AND WOUNDED. 

Among the first to arrive were five Catholic 
priests, who immediately busied themselves 
among the wounded. Their presence ‘and 
kinaliness seemed tocheer up the men, es- 
pecially those whose injuries were so des- 
perate that their lives were despaired of. 

OFFICER Tr Farm, lay on a tabie in the 
center of the room, u¥onscious. Above his 
heart was a great blotch of red, which told the 
story of his fate. His life was fast ebbing 
away and the only thing that could be done for 
him was to minister to him his spiritual wel- 
fare.

Early this morning the scene in the cell- 
room, where the dead and wounded Socialists 
were strewn about on the floor, was a stady 
for an artist.

The crime will evoke an outburst of hor- 
ror and indignation from all the people of 
the United States. The bravest and freest 
nat ion on the earth has no sentiment but 
condemnation for murder in any shape, 
and the Anarchist crime of Chicago is 
peculiarly brutal and revolting. 

It should have the immediate effect of 
causing a separation between the decent 
and law-abiding workingmen who seek to 
improve their condition by lawful means 
and the miscreants who welcome every 
chance of bloodshed.

They are nearly 
all strangers to our laws, to our liberties 
and to our social system. When they are 
expelled from the ranks of honest labor 
and compelled to stand by themselves and 
depend on their own strength they will 
appear miserably weak and contemptible.

It is the product of 
conditions which do not exist here, of 
misery and despair, ot poverty, hunger, 
tyranny, over-crowding, of centuries of 
subjection and of generations of inherited 
hatred of society. Our laws are amply 
sufficient to deal with its crimes, and our 
free and prosperous social conditions may 
be freely relied on to choke its baneful 
growth, and to rid us of serious apprehen- 
sions as to future dangerous excesses.

earned $1,000,000, or 100 per cent on its capital, 
in the last tive years. Godin had a prosperous 
business of thirty years’ standing when he 
adopted profit-sharing fifteen years ago. He 
retains full charge of the eat business, re- 
ceilves msalary, interest on his money, a share 
of the profits on hie capital, and 12 per cent 
of the net profits. The remainder is divided 
by regular percentase upon the wages paid,the 
workers belng divided into classes according 
to length and quality of service. It has made 
his men better and more careful workers. 
They may and do leave their dividenas in the 
business, and draw interest and dividends the 
same as paid to the principal capital. 

The same plan has been followed with slight 
modification by several manufacturers in 
country and many more are now considering 
it, There is no difficulty whatever in apply-

A CHILD WOMAN, 


Death of Little Caroline Terbass, a Remark 
able Freak of Nature.
